In a lengthy message sent to the house 
be gives his reasons for sa doing. 


In reference to the educational test 


for newcomers (he says: 


"A radical departure from our na- 


tional policy relating to immiqr-tion 
Is nero presented. Heretofore we have 
•Welcomed all who oame to us 
from 


other lands except those whose moral 
or physical condition or history threat- 
ened danger to our national 
welfare 


and safety. 


"Relying upon the jealous waichful- 


ness of our pt-ople to prevent injury 
to our political or social fabric, we 
have eiicouraired those comin? from 
foreign countries to east their lot with 
us and join fn the blessings of Ameri- 
can citizenship. 


"A c-cntury's stupenduous growth, 


largely due to the assimilation and 
thrift of millions of sturdy and patri- 
otic adopted citizens attests ths suc- 
cess of this geaero-is free-handed 
policy. . 


"I can not beiieve that we would be 


protected against these evils by limit- 
ing 
immipratacn to those who can 


resd in any language 20 or 25 words of 
the constitution. In my opinion it is 
Infinitely more s>afe to admit 100.00Q 
immigrants who though not able to 
read and wite seek among us only^ 
lnjuj<* and opporbmitr to 'work, than 
to admit one of those unruly agitators 
and enemies of goreras>ental control 
who can not only read aad write, but 
delights in arousing by Inflami^atoTy 
speech the illiterate and peaccfully^Sl- 
clined to discontent and turmoil. 


"Violence and turmoil do not origin- 


ate with the illiterate Ir.liorcr. They 
are rather the victims of the educated 
agitators. The ability to read 
and 


write as required by this bill, in and 
of itself, afford In my opinion a mls- 
l«adlnK test of contented Industry and 
supplies unsatisfactory evidence of de- 
sirablf citizenship of a proper appre- 
hension of the benefits of our institu- 
tions

AppoiEattox battlefield is to be turned 


into a sliet-p farm. That, nt least, is the 
presont purpose of Major George A. 
Amies, ->vho has just become the pos- 
sessor of this historic spot, comprising 
about 8,000 acres. Major Annes became 
the owner of Appouiattoi battlefield, 
racln^ing the famous apple tree, by s 
real estate deal with Mr. 8. 8. Burdett 
Hid Samuel Bryan, president of the 
telephone company. The exact terms of 
the deal are not known, but Major 
Armes gives in exchange for the battle- 
field, -which he says is admirably ar- 
ranged for sb««p herding, the big brick 
bouse on I street, between Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth streets, Washington. 


A syndicate of gentlemen, mainly 


residents of Washington, purchased the 
Appomattox battlefield a few years ago 
as a speculation, paying about |20,000 
thcwf-jr, and since that time various' 
bills have- been introduced for the pur- 
pose of having the government acquire 
the property and create a national park 
there, the game as has been done at 
Gvttyabnrg and Chickaniango. One of 
those bills proposed to appropriate $y50,- 
000 for that purpose. Regarding these 
measures congress and the committees 
to which these bills have been referred 
have shown a very laggard spirit, and 
one by one tiic members of the syndi- 
cate have gradually dropped out until 
Messrs, Burdett and Biyaa became tho

Reciprocity Needed With Frant«. 
American 
manufacturers 
protest 


against foreign goods being allowed to 
some into America cheaply and breai 
ap their business. In like manner tha 
farmer? of France have protested with 
equal vigor against American cattle be- 
ing allowed to come into that country 
and destroy their beef rearing indnstry. 


The French government has heeded 


the complaints of its fanners to the ex- 
tent of practically keeping out cattle 
from the United States A lie more or 
less, a stroke of humbug more or less, 
does not trouble the French conscience, 
and the exclusion -was made on the 
ground that cattle from the United 
States -were diseased. A great parade 
•was made of this alleged fact It vras 
not true, however, not in any degree. 
A note from President Cleveland more 
than a year ago called attention to tha 
unjust exclusion of our cattle from 
France, asking for deficits reasons there- 
for, and particularly mentioning that 
our cattle were officially inspected and 
pronounced sound and in perfect health 
before being shipped. To charge they 
bad any disease, therefore, -was equiva- 
lent to saying that the American secre- 
tary of agriculture was a liar. Last 
autumn Secretary Olnpy, by direction of 
tho president, addressed a letter to tho 
French foreign minister to the effect 
that if American cattle were excluded 
from Prance it might bo necessary also 
to esclude from the United States the 
pure.bred and high bred Ncrmaa cattle 
which cur millionaires are now import- 
ing in considerable numbers. 


This was a master stroke and resulted 


in a promise ircni the government that 
it would take a more favorable view of 
American cattle. If we had a reciprocity 
trmty providing that in return for the 
vast cargoes cf French gimrraclvs we 
import wo nhon]d have tho privilege ol 
shipping onrLecf, pork and mutton free- 
ly into Kruri'-e, tho arrangement would 
ba s.^ti-.-fccicrr all around

A writer in The Irriga- 
tion Age, the source of tbe foregoing, 
says: Ail up to d-ite wind motor, as it is 
called, may cost f 150 and be well-worth 
that sum to any farmer, but it is com- 
paratively easy for a man with "gump- 
tion" to organize a homemade windmill 
that will iuxompliidi a big amount of 
work both by day and by night. The 


3 breeze grinds his corn atid saws 


hia firewood, tills tlie water tank and 
irrigates the orchard or garden. \Ve are 
nearing tbe time when all sorts of wind 
motors will be used to generate elec- 
trical power to be stored for use in heat- 
ing and lighting country households and 
to propel farm machinery and vehicles. 
It is alleged that the Kew Jersey Insane 
asylum is lighted by electricity gener- 
ated from a dynamo moved by a wind- 
mill of the most simple construction and 
very moderate cost. 


A farmer in Sonoma connty, Cal, has 


a queer looking windmill, -which does 
yeoman service iu filling the water tank. 
The machine ia of simple construction, 
but is unique. A box without top and 
also open at tho bottom ia made of up- 
right boards 9 feet long, the inside di- 
mensions of the bos being 4 by 17 feet 
and 9 feet in height This is merely 
placed on the ground, and across the top, 
midway of the length, is placed a shaft 
to which the arms carrying the sails are 
fastened. As the sails revolve those 
above the box, of course, catch the force 
of the -\viael, while those below, within 
the box, aru protected so that the wheel 
is always in a condition of txiistable 
equilibriaim; hence moves on and on 
nnder the force of even a slight brwze 
and does good work at tbe pnmp. 


The main object in calling attention 


to homemade appliances is merely to 
point out to tho man who could no 
buy a complete machine of modern type 
composed largely or wholly of metal 
that he may provide himself mainly by 
his own labor with an effective machine 
of that kind. When the necessity of 
economy is not pressing, however, it 
•will be fotmd generally best to buy the 
most approved types of modern wind- 
mills, made largely of iron and steel. 
Such machines arc very dturable, and 
while they may not be able to do more 
or better work than some types of hoiae- 
rnado machines they give better satis- 


ictiou all around thiin anything which 
:ie farmer might himself make at a 
Sfet enough less to prove an incentive 
o undertake th* task. The point urged 
s: Get a windmill. Get the test oao 
xissible. If able, get one made of steel 
r iron; it1 not of these, then let it be of 
vooil and cf the best type. But if yon 
ancot buy one of these, flou't go with- 
ut u vrmdmill. Make- one.
